GERMANY AS WAR TEACHER. 


In an editorial on “Learning the New 
War Game,” The Washington Times places 
Germany in the role of Europe's war in- 
structor and, quoting from the Russian cor- 
respondent of a British newspaper, shows 
how Russia has profited by that instruction: 


He wrote that the recent ‘general Rus- 
sian offensive has been halted; not be- 
cause it could not have been pressed 
further, but because the Russians have 
learned the necessity of digging in and 
making secure their hold on every foot 
gained. They are now digging in along 
the line of their new advance; and not 
until they are reasonably assured of 
their capacity to hold it will they reach 
for another gain. 

The Russians have been apt scholars in 
the school of war—they haven't slighted a 
single hard lesson. Summing up results to 
the Russian ranks of those lessons of Ger- 
many’s teaching, our Washington contem- 
porary Says: 

Their soldiers are being metamor- 
phosed into veterans; their strategists 
are learning in the hard school of expe- 
rience all the tricks of the war trade.
